Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: LOrentzen discloses that the fluid is for cooling 
purposes. Panescu teaches that the electrode can be open and closed, and that in both configurations the fluid cools the electrode. 
Since both are ablation devices with sinnilar intended use, the nnodlfication would not render the prior art invention unsatisfactory for its 
intended purpose. 
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
